“Straight Out of Line” feels 
genuine in a genre that is becoming 
increasingly formulaic. 

After such a kick-ass opener, the rest 
of Faceless disappoints, with more filler 
than highlights. The exceptions are the 
aforementioned “I Stand Alone” and 
“Dead & Broken,” which features cater- 
wauling vocals, crunchy guitar riffs and 
upbeat, creative beats. The rhythm 
section of drummer Shannon Larkin and 
bassist Robbie Merril is solid, but nothing 
else on the album stands out as being 
exceptional; it’s more a slapdash 
collection of tunes than a record that 
works cohesively from start to finish. 

The title reportedly refers to the 
band’s own belief that they fly too far 
below the radar. This album will not do 
much to change that status, as there sim- 
ply aren’t enough distinctive tracks here 
to break Godsmack out of their identity 
crisis in the foreseeable future. (JH)

James Brown Album title: Sex Machine 
Release date: August 1970 
On October 1, 1969, James Brown recorded a 
homecoming concert in Augusta, GA, intend- 
ing to release it as a live album. The project 
was dropped, however, when Brown’s razor- 
sharp band went AWOL on him a few months 
later. Not missing a beat, Brown recruited a 
| group of Cincinnati youngsters that included 
a teenaged Bootsy Collins on bass and 
brother Catfish Collins on guitar. 

Christened the |Bs by their boss, this new 


territory over a series of live shows 
that summer. Brown wanted to 
capture the new sound, so in late 
July they hit the studio and laid 

it down on tape, including a 
superheated 10-minute-plus ver- 
sion of “Get Up (I Feel Like Being a) =

t was pitch black across the vast 
desert and plains of south-

(or Operational Detachment Alpha- 
525), who would monitor traffic 
along a crucial Iraqi supply route 
between Baghdad and Kuwait. 

Once the Black Hawks neared 
their destination, the eight Army

Kennedy has a few minutes to 
relax before the “mark” arrives. 
Here’s how JKX works: There’s a 
“mark” and an “accomplice.” 
Sketches have already been written, 
and since New Orleans is the setting, 
most of the bits contain voodoo, 
ridiculously intrusive Cajun waiters 
or anything involving an alligator. 
Then the accomplice team takes over. 


Months before any shenanigans, the | 


JKX accomplice team—a crew of five 
gorgeous women whose job is “to 
infiltrate people's social circles”— 
combs the malls and bars of wher- 
ever they're going to shoot, looking 
for people who want to set up a 
friend or family member as a target 
for Kennedy's pranks. At the same 
time, the production team goes into 
gear, figuring out how they're going 
to capture all of this on film without 
the mark’s knowledge. 

Here, at the Omni, entire set 
pieces hide the cameras and electri- 
cians rewire all the lights in the din- 
ing room where today’s shoots will 
take place. Next to the dining room, 
a hidden galley becomes a prankster 
mission control, with banks of mon- 
itors and sound equipment manned 
by a small army of 30 producers, 


| sound men and camera operators. 
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an overstressed production assis- 


| tant, who in turn prompts another 


crew member to yell “lock down,” 
which means the set must be cleared 
and the crew hidden in a side room. 
The cameras have started capturing 
every move once the mark arrives. 
Kennedy is still backstage, in full 
waiter tuxedo, eyeing the monitor, 
trying to get a feel for the mark. 

“Pan down! Pan down!” Kennedy 
orders. “That dude has the biggest 
dick I’ve ever seen,” he comments. 
As the camera rolls down, it indeed 
reveals what could be an andouille 
sausage trapped behind the guy's 
zipper. “Look at that thing,” 


| Kennedy says. “It’s huge! Either 


that, or this guy is a monkey.” 

The producer gives the cue, 
and Kennedy walks out into the 
dining room. He waits on tables 
and sets down butter while pretend- 
ing to take orders. There are 60 
extras seated for lunch, plus the 
accomplice and the mark. Kennedy 
has to sell the idea that this is a 
working dining room. 

When he makes his way to the 
table where the mark and accomplice 
are seated, Kennedy asks in a Cajun 
drawl whether the young couple 
would like to hear some music. A 


| trumpet player starts playing some 


soft jazz. But within seconds, 
Kennedy yells, “One! Two! Three!” 
and a full band arrives, complete 
with a tuba. The band belts out the 
worst, most off-key music imagi- 
nable. Kennedy is screaming, “Oh 
when the saints! Go marching in!” 
As a dining experience, it’s madness. 
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Unfortunately, the mark is actually 
| | enjoying the sonic nightmare. 
Kennedy then picks up a pair of 
| cymbals and runs around the table, 
crashing the instruments around 
the mark’s ear. Finally, when the 

| | mark starts dancing, thinking he’s 
in on a rare New Orleans jazz treat, 
Kennedy does the “reveal.” 

“Can I let you in on something? 
You've just been X'd. You're on The 
Jamie Kennedy Experiment.”

Leg press with medicine ball 
Everybody wants a tough groin, especially hockey players, who 
can easily strain the muscle with their constant on-ice direction 
changes. Squeezing the medicine ball between your legs while 
pressing weight upward will not only create powerful legs, 

but also the mythical “rock-hard groin.” “Most exercises have 
resistance in one dimension, but this has it in two,” explains 
Roenick’s trainer T.R. Goodman. “That builds a player so he can 
do things like avoid a check while he’s striding.”

Squats on equilibrium board 

Because any exercise is more fun while standing on a seesaw, 
these squats bring the joy of levers to vomit-hard workouts.
